‘The native assistant at Cruda hay- 
ing died, another has taken his place, who is 
sustained by the church at Akyab. 22 have 
been baptized; 5 have died. There is a school 
among the Kemmese, who are anxiously ex- 
pecting their missionary. At Ramree, 300 or 
100 come daily to hear the gospel. The na- 
live assistant, Moung Pyoo, was ordained with 
reference to this field of labor, and entered 
upon his work in January. 

SANDOWAY MISSION.

About 300 are 
connected with the Sandoway chureh, and 
200 waiting for baptism. A small school was 
organized during the rains; 2 or more Pwo 
assistants were employed in preaching. 

In the Sgau department, the number of 
churches at the close of 1848 was 36; native 
preachers, 44; scholars in the day schools, 
421. Baptisms during the same year, 373. 
Whole number of members reported, A,34)1 ; 
estimated, 4,500. Number baptized in con- 


beginning, more than 5,500, of whom 700 or 
800 have died. There were also reported 5,- 
124 unbaptized Christians, maintaining a reli- 
gious life, only not baptized ; 12 chapels com- 
pleted, and nearly 20 of an inferior order.— 
i here are but few cases of discipline. Addit- 
tons are made year by year, day schools are 
established in nearly every village.

Mr. Smith arrived at Bangkok May 23.— 
There is a great demand for Siamese books, 
and they are becoming widely scattered in the 
country. The printing of the New Testa- 
ment advances slowly. Acts is not yet com- 
pleted. The Old Testament biography has 
been revised and enlarged, and more than 
three-fourths of a new edition of 3,000 copies 
exhausted. 3,150,000 pages of books and 
tracts have been printed since the return of 
Mr. Jones in 1845. The books have awaken- 
ed a general interest, which is of a very prom- 
ising character. Aschool for girls is instruct- 
ed by Mrs. Chandler and Miss Morse, and 
one for boys by Mrs. Jones. 

The care of the Chinese church has devolv- 
ed on the Siamese missionaries. Mr. William 
Ashmore, of Ohio, will saill sail the present 
season to take charge of this department, 
which greatly needs such help. ‘The chureh 
was commenced in 1833 withthe baptism of 3 
persons. ‘The number baptized since is 61 ; 
during the last year 8; 2 have died. The 
out-stations have been sustained by the assist- 
ants. ‘The members who live on the mission 
premises have daily worship. 

MISSION TO CHINA.

Preaching has been maintained at Honkong 
and the out-stations. Also a Bible class and 
daily worship, Services at Honkong have 
been attended by from 30 to 50 Chinese. There 
is a boys’ school at Tu kia wan, taught by Ko 
A Bak, pupils 20. None baptized during the 
year. Matthew with notes has been revised 
and reprinted, 3,000 copies, and the first five 
chapters of Genesis. Acts revised has been 
printed, and John’s Gospel reprinted, besides 
about 20,000 copies of different tracts. The 
native church members contribute to benevo- 
lent causes nearly $40 ayear on an average ; 
their entire property does not exceed $1,000. 
All the missionaries at Ningpo have been 
sick, but are recovered. ‘The preaching has 
been attended by fifty or sixty Chinese, Mr. 
Lord and Dr. Maegewan both have bible class- 
es. ‘The latter has attended to 12,956 patients 
during the year. The day school of Mr. 
Lord numbers 15 to 25 pupils. Worship is 
sustained at out-stations ; at one place the 
gospel is preached in the temple of the tutela- 
ry god of the city. By their contributions at 
the monthly concert(#84), the native converts 
support an assistant there. Two or three 
tracts have been printed here and distributed, 
besides 1,322 copies of portions of the Bible, 
containing 42,020 pages,47,364 pages of tracts. 
One has beenbaptized. ‘The church numbers 
g. Sabbath congregation about 40, of whom 
2 are females.

ASSAM MISSION. 
Sibsagor—Messrs. Brown and Cutter and 
their wives; Mrs. Cutter now in this country. 
Nowgong.—Mr. Stoddard and wife. One 
other female assistant. Mr. Bronson and 
wife now in this country. 

Cowahatti.—Mr. Danforth and wife. Mrs. 
Barker now on her way to America. 

3 stations; 5 missionaries, 1 a printer; 6 
female assistant missionaries; 1 other female 
assistant, and 4 native assistants. 

Mr. and Mrs. Barker embarked for the U. 
States Oct. 29. Mr. B. died at sea Jan. 31. 
Mrs. Brown arrived at Sibsagor June 18th. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bronson and Mrs. Cutter are 
expecting to return to Assam in July. Mr. 
William Ward of Madison University, ap- 
pointed to join the station at Gowahatti, and 
Mr. 8S. M. Whiting, of Newton Theo. Insti- 
tution, to the station at Sibsagor, will also sail 
in July. These brethren are sent forth with 
special reference to preaching the gospel. At 
Sibsagor 2 converts have been baptized. The 
third edition of the New Testament has been 
printed, and the hymn book enlarged one- 
third. Mr. Brown will now devote himself 
to the translation of the Old Testament. 

At Nowgong, Mr. Stoddard has been alone 
in charge of the station during the year. In 
the Orphan Institution are 40 scholars, of 
whom 10 are girls; 5 of the pupils have been 
baptized and 2 have died. The school in- 
cludes children of all the Hindoo castes. The 
church is prosperous. For many months a 
serious feeling has been manifest among the 
boys and girls. 

At Gowahatti a brick building has been 
erected for the girls’ boarding school. The 
school is flourishing. The boys’ school is do- 
ing well—pupils 40. There is a great de- 
mand for schools. Many new fields of labor 
are opening. 

MISSION TO THE TELOOGOOS. 


Nellore—Messrs. S. S. Day, L. Jewett and 
their wives. Mrs. Day resides in this coun- 
try. 

1 station, 2 missionaries, 1 female assistant 
missionary ; besides Mr. Van Husen and wife 
in the United States. 

This station was established in 1840, and 
left by the last of the missienaries in Decem- 
ber, i845. When left there were 5 schools, 
numbering an average of 25 scholars, and a 
church of 6 or 7. Messrs. Day and Jewett 
arrived at Nellore in April, 1849. The first 
view was discouraging, but it is now a prom- 
ising field. The fragments of the church hav- 
ing been subjugated to discipline, have been 
restored, as the nucleus of other additions.— 
Schools are in great request. Over 250 pu- 
pils receive daily Christian instruction. The 


Sabbath school numbers 200. ‘There are 8 
day schools for boys. Christian books are us- 
ed in them. At heathen festivals many have 
heard the gospel, and received Christian books. 
A few inquirers exist, but ‘no conversions are 
known to have occurred, Brahminism is de- 
clining. There is a remarkable movement 
among the Mohammedans,—a great spirit of 
inquiry and interest in becoming acquainted 
with the Christian Scriptures. 
MISSION TO THE BASSAS. 


Bexley—J. Vonbrunn, and 4 other native 
assistants, Mrs Clarke and Mrs Crocker in 
the United States. The school at Bexley 
numbers 23 pupils, Little Bassa, 16. 

The pupils make good progress, and the 
converts adorn their profession. ‘The native 
Christians have conducted the mission for near- 
ly two years. But it has suffered for want of 
the supervision of American missionaries.— 
The Committee are in correspondence with 
one or two individuals, who it is hoped will 
go to Africa. 

MISSION TO FRANCE, ad 

Department of the North—Douai.—Mr and 
Mrs Willard; 15 or more native assistants. 

Department of the South—Lyons.—Dr and 
Mrs Devan; 1 native preacher ; 2 colporters. 

10 stations, 60 or more out-stations, 2 mis- 
sionaries, 2 female assistant missionaries; 18 
native preachers and assistants. 

In the department of the north, the gospel 
is attended with increasing success. ‘The first 
Association of French Baptists was formed 
June 6. ‘The laborers in the mission, most of 
whom were present, evinced the deepest inter- 
est in the work of God in France. ‘The church. 
es are agreed in their articles of faith, which 
are simple and evangelical. In August, I. 
Foulon was ordained at Genlis. ‘There is a 
ministerial conference, which bids fair to be 
useful to the ministers and churches. Four 
young men are studying for the ministry with 
Br. Willard, who aid in preaching in the 
neighboring villages. ‘Two new churches have 
been constituced, and a large number baptiz- 
ed in various places. ‘Though the helpers are 
numerous they are fully occupied, and are la- 
borious and self-denying men. 

In the department of the south, a tour of 
exploration ” evinced great destitution of 
the gospel. Mr. Geyer, a native German, 
but ordained at Lyons two years since, re- 
quested baptism of Dr Devan at St. Etienne ; 
5 others joined in the request, and were all 
baptized and constituted into a church. Mr 
Geyer was at once taken into service as a na- 
tive laborer, and two more of the baptized, as 
colporteurs,—one of them a converted Jew. 
In a poor quarter of the city a meeting was 
commenced at the request of the people; 60 
or 70 attend, and they have hired a more eli- 
gible hall at their own expense. The church 
numbers 17. ‘The congregation is increasing. 

MISSION TO GERMANY. 

Hamburg—Messrs. Oncken, Koébner and 
Schaufller, jr. 

Berlin—Mr. G. W. Lehmann. 


34 stations, 60 or more out-stations ; 3 mis- 


I station, 1 missionary, 1 female assistant 
missionary. 

The number of Indians at this station is 
104. They have a chapel with a cupola and 
bell. ‘The school has made good progress.— 
‘Fwo of the scholars are acting as interpreters 
and teachers at other missionary stations.— 
Mr. S. preaches to the white people Sabbath 
afternoons, and to the Indians morning and 
evening without an interpreter. ‘There is al- 
so a Sabbath school. One member has died 
in Christian triumph. ‘The tribe is wasting 
away, and much discouraged. ‘They are con- 
sidering the subject of removing to the Indian 
territory. Some favor it, but they lack en- 
ergy. 

SIA WANOE MISSION. 

Shawanoe, Delaware and Ottawa—Messrs. 
Barker, Pratt, Meeker and their wives, Miss 
E. S. Morse, Mrs. J. T. Jones. 

3 stations, 3 missionaries and 5 female as- 
sistants ; 4 native assistants. 

The boarding school at Shawanoe remains 
nearly the same as last year. In the moral 
training of the scholars, the mission has recei- 
ved important aid from the parents. ‘The re- 
ligious services have been sustained as usual, 
and portions of the Bible translated have been 
circulated. There is a gradual giving way of 
paganism. Five have been added to the 
church at Shawanoe. Present number 34.— 
Contributions $21,37. 

At Delaware the school is in a very prom- 
ising state. Heathen Indians wish to put their 
children under Christian instruction. ‘Three 
have been baptized. Present number in the 
church 26. ‘The Delawares are much scat- 
tered. Ordinary congregations not large, but 
respectable. Special assemblies number 300 
or 400, including the leading men of the na- 
tion, where a few years since the attendance 
on the Sabbath did not exceed half a dozen 
persons. 

At the Ottawa station isno school. Preach- 
ing is regularly maintained, and English 
preaching occasionally at the Sac and Fox 
agency. Church members 59. Baptized 2. 
Contributions for the poor $75; to sustain a 
native assistant $100. Some printing is done. 
The Indians are becoming more and more civ- 
ilized every year. Nearly every man and 
woman in the nation lay aside their employ- 
ments on the Sabbath ; and they have become 
strictly temperate, industrious, honest, and 


moral. 
MISSION TO THE CHEROKEES. 

Messrs. E. Jones, W. P. and H. Upham, 
and their wives. 
5 stations, 7 out-stations; 3 missionaries ; 1 
a printer, 1 a teacher ; 3 female assistants ; 6 
native preachers. 
The mission has enjoyed rich spiritual pros- 
perity ; 118 have been baptized. Number of 
church members estimated 1,200. Two na- 
tive preachers have been ordained. Special 
religious meetings of several days have been 
held at several of the stations and out-stations. 
At one of them 1,200 or 1,300 persons were 
present. An intense and continued interest 
has been manifested over an extent of country 


sionaries, 30 native preachers and assistants, 
and several colporteurs and other helpers. 
The labors and successes of the mission 
have been as in years past. Mr. Lange, the 
first convert baptized by bro. Oncken, has 
died. The second annual meeting of the Prus- 
sian Laptist Association was held last year at 
Stettin. Many points relating to the interests 
of the mission and the churches were discuss- 
ed and settled. A hymn book has been com- 
pleted by bro. Kobner. From 18 to 20 mem. 
bers of the Hamburg church spend half the 
Sabbath abroad in efforts to do good. Sever- 
al new churches and stations have been organ- 
ized, and great numbers of tracts and Bibles 
put in circulation. The people everywhere 
seem to be waiting to receive the gospel.— 
Hamburg, the largest church, numbers 500 
members. Berlin and Stettin have suffered 
from the cholera. During its prevalence, the 
Christian spirit was beautifully manifested. 
The churches are mostly supplied with chap 
els, or are engaged in building. ‘They give 
freely to support their own poor, and sustain 
a few evangelical laborers. The helpers are 
all pressed with labor, and wherever the seed 
is sown, a harvest is almost at once returned 
to the sower. 
MISSION TO GREECE. 

Corfu—Mr and Mrs Arnold, Mrs H. E. 
Dickson.

2 stations, 2 missionaries, 3 female assist- 
ants, 1 native assistant. 

‘Two were baptized at Corfu, July 4. They 
are now studying with bro. Arnold, and one 
is an assistant. An English service is held 
on the Sabbath; the Greek congregation is 
small. The church consists of 10. At the 
weekly lecture and monthly concert about 15 
attend. ‘The missionary collections average 
$3,50 at the concert. The contributions for 
16 months were $195,01, Mrs Buel has con- 
tinued her classes week days and Sabbaths, 
and visited the sick and afflicted. Among 
bro. Buel’s hearers are some of the most con- 
siderable characters in the community. At 
Zante and Patras things are favorable. Ap- 

lieations have been made for baptism from 
both places. There is a Bible class at the 
latter. The seal of divine approval scems to 
be set upon the mission.

The church 
numbers 30, besides 12 or 15 at the out-sta- 
tions. ‘Two have died —one,a woman 80 
years of age, the first Ojibwa convert.

Chinese Tradition of tho Deluge. 


In an address lately delivered in Dublin by 
Dr. Gutzlaff, that distinguished man, among 
other things, made the following statement: 


Let them now look to the east of Asia, and 
there on its shores, washed by the Pacific, 
they would find China,an ancient nation, 
which has retained its customs for over two 
thousand years, witha strictness and attach- 
ment that would do honor to better things.— 
In fact, the Chinese had a continual history 
even from the deluge up to the present time ; 
they had writers in all times and in all cir- 
cumstances, and they had a language which, 
in its essential parts, had undergone very little 
change for the past two thousand years. Was 
it not a wonder that this nation could exist 
so long, and could not be subdued by the storms 
that had swept over the plains of Asia? The 
fearful inroads of barbarianism who wasted 
and overthkew the Roman Empire in the West 
and in the East, all that the wisdom of the 
Hindoos had established, did not annihilate or 
disperse his nation, (for he called the Chinese 
hisown nation.) ‘The invaders of China, in- 
stead of giving their triumph a national char- 
acter,jwere obliged in time to amalgamate 
with the Chinese, and thus this nation has pre- 
served its purity.

It was a confirmation 
of the truth of Holy Scripture, that so distant 
a nation as the Chinese, who did not know 
from the Bible of the occurrence of the great 
fall, should record the same event as that spo- 
ken of in Holy Writ. ‘There was other coin- 
cidences also, such, for example, as the rec- 
ord of a great stravation, which took place 
about the time when Joseph was prime minis- 
ter of Egypt.

Great Froop in THe Mississivm.—The New 
Orleans Bulletin of the 6th gives an account ofa 
most disastrous freshet in the Mississippi, extend- 
ing from the mouth of the Ohio te within the limits 
of Louisiana. The river is over its banks for hun- 
dreds of miles beldw the Ohio, and between New 
Orleans and Vicksburg the levees have broken in 
several places. The village of Rodney, between 
Vieksburg and Natchez, is flooded nearly up to the 
second floor of the stores and dwellings. Opposite 
Rodney on the Louisiana side, the whole country is 
flooded. Dwellings, negro houses and gin honses 
are nearly under water. The valley of the Ya- 
200 river is completely under water, and a prospec- 
tive cotton crop of 200,000 bales is entirely destroy- 
ed.—The Missouri is prematurely pouring out her 
flood, which usually does not get down until June. 

A later aecount states thatthe river opposite 
Natchez now extends back into Louisiana, to the 
Hills of Ouichita, a distance of forty miles. Every 
knoll and hill top is filled with eattle, horses, and 
other gomestic animals, aml even bears, panthers 
and deer are herding with them—forgetting in the 
presence of a common danger, their natural ferocity 
or timidity. At Vicksburg the river is fifty miles 
broad. From Natchez to Millken’s Bend, 25 miles 
above Vicksburg, it is estimated that at least 150, 
000 acres which had been planted with cotton, are 
now entirely under water, and hundreds of the 
finest plantations are now ruined. At Lake Provi- 
dence, La, the water was one inch higher than ev- 
erknown.
